ment from Smith or the embassy. 


Moscow radio said 'McSweeney 


had been told: "The Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs is lodging a firm 
protest to the embassy in connec- 
tion with Smith's spying activities 
which are incompatible with his 
status as a diplomat and considers 
the. further stay of Smith in the 
Soviet Union undesirable."
